U.S. State Dep't 
Double-Talks on 
Bid to Franco

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 7.— 
The U. S. State Department today 
gave every eviderice of being in full 
retreat on the issue of recognizing 
Franco, but there was some specu- 
lation that the retreat was more 
apparent than real. 

The “evidence” of retreat was the 
fact that Michael J. McDermoit, 
press officer for the department, 
dusted off and distributed among 


newsmen an old policy statement on 
Spain issued in March, 1946. In 
contrast to the current campaign 
led by James A. Farley, Democratic 
bigwig, and Sen. Chan Gurney (R- 
SD) for financial help to the Spanish 
dictator, the 1946 pronouncement 
said the “Spanish people cannot an- 
ticipate full cordial association” with 
other nations until Franco is un- 
seated and the Fascist Falange 
abolished. This statement ured 
“leading, patriotic, liberal-minded” 
Spaniards to establish an interim 
government. 


DON’T DENY TALKS 

The reason this statement puz- 
zied many observers was that no 
longer aWe than yesterday, there 
were presumably reliable reports 
from Paris that Secretary of State 
Marshall had urged the British and 
French Foreign Ministers to join 
him in a move to restore Franco} 
to the good graces of the United 
Nations.

Hunt of Wyo.; Estes Kefauver of 
Tenn.; James E. Murray of Mont., 
and Edwin C. Johnson of Colo. 
The convention recommended the 
defeat of Republican Senate can- 
didates in Iowa, Illinois and Kan- 
sas but gave no formal endorsement 
to the Democratic nominees. 

Cooper voted for the Taft- 

Hartley Law. John T. Jones, 
national legislative representa- 
tive, explained that the Kentucky 
Senator sometimes voted for la- 
bor endorsed bills. :

But the shipping interests, not 
content with this plum, have intro- 
duced a bill, recently passed by the 
House of Representatives, which 
would raise this subsidy to 50 per- 
icent. Because it sometimes takes 
a little while to get a bill through 
Congress, and because these men 
are impatient, President Truman 
has authorized the payment of a 
45 percent subsidy on the building 
of certain commercial vessels which 
are now in construction.

They cry 
that they will not deal with a union 
which has not complied with the 
optional, undemocratic, union-bust- 
ing anti-Communist provisions .of 
the Taft-Hartley Act. 

They imply that this is the major 
obstacle in the path of peace on the 
waterfremt. But this is obviously 
not true. The oil workers’ union did 
comply with the anti-Communist 
provisions of the Taft-Hartley Act 
and they are out on strike justi as 
the ILWU and Marine Cooks and 
Stewards are on strike.

harassment. But thanks to the union’s policy of 
not submitting to the Taft-Hartley pattern, it won 
the $100 a month pension. 

* 

SO FAR so gocd. The miners cheered him loudly, 
of course, for they got a measure of “Injunction 
Harry” the hard way. But what about the other 
side of our political coin—the one with the elephant 
on it? As this is written, Lewis has not yet said 
a good word for Thomas E. Dewey. 

Opinions are many on that score. Some say 
he was snubbed by Dewey. Others say he wasn’t 
given anything on which to hang an endorsement. 
Then there is a view that he deliberately refrains 
from showing open friendship for Dewey, by re- 
quest of the GOP candidate, on the supposition 
that this would hurt Dewey. 

And there is also the view that while John L. 
is boss over the affairs of the UMW and its politi- 
cal affairs nationally, in the districts his associates 
are tied to all sorts of political machines—more 
often Democratic than Republican. 

Any of these theories may be true. But Lewis 
has a wide reputation as a man who goes for 
something and doesn’t bark at the wind. He him- 


self has issued the slogan of no votes for anyone: 


who voted for the Taft-Hartley Law or supports it. 

On that basis Lewis himself ‘placed some 50 
Republican congressional candidates in coal areas 
on the defeat-at-all-cost list. 

* 

SURELY LEWIS, the master strategist and hard- 
boiled realist, isn’t falling for the old-fashioned fer- 
tilizer that Dewey and the 80th Congress are things 
apart? He rightly detected that Truman’s veto 
of the Taft-Hartley Law was a fake maneuver—a 
move for the record to be used for vote-catching. 
He couldn’t possibly be taken in by the speculation 
that Dewey is going to surprise the world with 
liberalism ? 

Either Lewis is guided by his well-known lust 
for revenge—to beat Truman with anybody who 
could beat him; or he is playing a game that is 
no more commendable than that of the laborite 
luncheoneers at the White House. He could Be 
doing bo-h. » 

But how does that square with the interests 
of the man who digs coal for a living? The miner 
is left to choose between the frying pan and the 
fire—between candidates who equally hate him and 
his union, and who agree 100 percent on the pro- 
war policy of the government, ©

Wallace Workers

WASHINGTON 


— RELATIVELY low registration figures. for New York City, brilliantly shalbaon 
last Monday by Max Gordon, have confirmed the growing impression that there is 
widespread political apathy abroad in the land. There are enthusiastic partisans for 


Wallace, for Dewey and for Thur- 
mond, and no doubt there exist 
some who might be called last- 
ditch supporters of Truman. But 
a considerable section of the 
voters are apparently disinter- 
estedly sitting this election out. 

Although in certain cities, and 
especially in certain congressional 
districts, registration is higher 
than in 1944, for the country as 
a whole there is evidence of 
apathy. 

This was indicated by the New 
York Times after the first week 
of the Dewey and Truman tours. 
“As campaigns go,” said the 
Times, “this one has been un- 
exciting. The crowds have been 
more polite than spirited.” 

. 


SIMILAR TESTIMONY has 
been supplied by Richard Sasuly, 
Federated Press correspondent 
who has been sampling grass- 
roots sentiment from Cumberland, 
Md., to Detroit. Sasuly found lit- 
tle political activity in the Mary- 
land industrial town. “If the 


. political campaign has cut deep 


here,” he wrote, “it has gone so 
deep it is.altogether underground. 
Six weeks before the election and 
not a single political poster can 
be seen in town.” 

From Morgantown, W. Va., he 
reported, “no big public meetings 


have been held or planned. No 


one is out nights knocking on 
doors.” The situation in other 
cities he described was about the 
same. 

Thomas lL. Stokes, Scripps- 
Howard columnist, noted “a re- 


strained attitude on the ‘part of - 


the public.” As a reporter aboard 
the Truman and Dewey trains, 
the audience impressed him as 


“thin and desultory,” and’ he com- 


pared them: with the fervent 
crowds who used to cheer FDR 
and Willkie and in 1944 even 
Dewey. 

Mary Ellen Leary, another S-H 
columnist accompanying the War- 
ren train, commented on the 
absence of enthusiasm’ and con- 
cluded, “The people just. aren’t 


very interested.”

of voters do not see any real dif- 
ference between Dewey and the 
Democratic candidate. 


Residents of Galesburgh, TI1., 
for instance, had their rents raised

On the most important issue of 
War or peace, Truman and Dewey 
have made it abundantly clear 
that both intend to wage the cold 
war even to the point of open hos- 
tilities. And while both candidates 
commend civil liberties, both are 
sworn enemies of the civil rights 
of Communists. 


FOR THE VOTER who recog- 
nizes no alternative except Tru- 
man or Dewey, there’s no wonder 
about apathy. But for the voter 
who understands the real issues, 
of course, there is another choice 
—that of casting a vote for the 
Progtessive Party candidate. 


How many there are of these 
no one knows, not even Dr. Gal- 
lup. Wallace’s campaign man- 
ager, Beanie Baldwin, has him- 
self declined to prophesy. But 
whatever their number, there is 
no lack of fervor or enthusiasm 
among them. These are the people 
who were pushing doorbells in 
FDR’s campaign in 1944, and evi- 


, dently they are just as active 


today. 
Adam Lapin reports from San 
Francisco that Henry Wallace 


drew larger crowds than either 
Truman or Dewey. 


The spirit and enthusiasm in 
Congressional districts where Pro- 
gressive candidates are making a 
fight has already been noted, in- 
cluding that of Leo Isacson in the 
Bronx, Marcantonio in“Manhat- 
tan and Ada Jackson in Brooklyn. 


Richard Sasuly reports a similar 


feeling in Sharon, Pa. where all 
branches of organized labor are 
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the notorious labor-hater, . Rep. 
Carroll Kearns. 


These districts do not exhaust 
the list, of course, but even after 
they are all added up they leave 
large areas where the election 
campaign is a sham: battle and 
where a goodly portion of the 
voters will simply watch from the 
sidelines. As unfortunate as this 
is, it must be admitted that at this 
stage, a little more than three 
weeks before the election, pros- 
pects are for a turnout not larger 
and perhaps smaller than 1944. 
(If not for the new party, those 
prospects will be even smaller.) 


Inasmuch as the Progressives 
are working with such spirit, it is 
extremely likely that the new 
party will achieve a much larger 
percentage of the votes than has 
been predicted by the public opin- 
ion polls. Baldwin told reporters 
here the Wallace vote would “sur- 
prise” them. If proper work is 
done during the next three weeks, 
the result may surprise all of us.

that a Federal Grand Jury in 
‘N. Y. indicts 12 leading Commu- 
nists under the Smith Act and a 
special assistant. to U. 8S. Attorney 
General ‘Tom Clark, Max Gold-. 
scheim, comes out to Denver to 
argue the exact opposite, that “to 
be a Communist is no crime.” 


The edifying spectacle of U. S. 
Attorney Joseph N. Lilly using the 
Supremé Court decision in the 
Schneiderman case to prove that 
the CP is legal, is something I 
never expected to see. Please don’t 
think the Deriver altitude has af- 
fected my mind! Either the East- 
ern hand of the Department of 
Justice doesn’t know what the 
Western hand is doing, or some 
smart legal wizard is trying to 
cook up a new way to illegalize 
the Communist Party. 


Arguing that the Party is legal 
in order to put all its leaders in 
jail for contempt is like a page 
from Alice in Wonderland. How 
did such a queer quirk arise? you 
- will ask in amazement as I did 
when I arrived in Denver. 


A FORMER Denver army em- 
ploye, Vern Wesley Howard, was 
arrested about Sept. 17 at Scotts- 

. bluff, Neb, on a Denver Grand 
Jury indictment, charging perjury. 
He was employed here until re- 
cently at Buckley field as an air- 
plane mechanic. 


This is the first indictment in 
the entire nation involving the 
leyalty test for government work- 
ers. 

Howard has stated he was not 
a CP member. On the claim that 
they are merely investigating if he 
is or ever has been a member or if 
there are other government em- 
ployes who have sworn falsely, 
they calied in present and past of- 
ficers of the Communist Party and 
demanded the records of the 
Party. They are not investigating 
the Party as such. They claim, 
only checking on “loyalty” cases 
in government employment. 

This gives the government a 
position of “heads I win, tails you 
lose.” If our Party members com- 
“ply and surrender membership 
lists, everybody on them is sub- 
ject to blacklist, discharge, os- 
trac‘sm and, even more serious, 
possible prosecution under indict- 
ments similar to the N. Y. ones. 

If they refuse to answer ques- 
tions, invoking their constitutional 
right to do so, on the ground that 
they have reasonable cause to as- 
sume that they may incriminate 
themselves, they are jailed for 
contempt.

Judges 
Bratton and Lymes should be_rec- 
ommend to their colleagues back 
East.

BUT THE LEGAL contradic- 
tions of the case are no help as 
yet. The fact remains that bail is 
denied to three people serving 
contempt sentences. They are 
dragged in every day for reques- 
tioning. If charges are cumulative, 
they'll be in a long time. Others 
are in danger of the same proce- 
dure.

7 Sin fact, viewed along with the 
eampaign of Gurney and Farley 
which was heartily endorsed today 
in the Washington Times-Herald 
and Evening Star, led to the con- 
clusion that the U.S. was leaning 
noticeably toward friendship for 
Franco, The reason, as pointed out 
by the crusaders, was that Franco 
was vigorously anti-Communist and 
that the Pyrenees Mountains on 
Spain’s northern border would be 
useful to the U.S. in an anti-Soviet 

US. retreat from this objective, 
if retreat it is, was occassioned by 
the announcement in London that 
two anti-Franco groups in exile had 
concluded and signed a formal 
agreement to work as a coalition 
government in exile which - would 
‘ask the western. powers for recog- 
nition and support.. The two fac- 
tions are headed by Indalecio Prieto, 
leader of the right wing Social Dem- 
ocrats, and Jose Maria Gil Robles, 
leader of the Monarchists who want 
to replace Franco with a king. Rep- 
resentatives of the Spanish Commil- 
nist Party, which has carried on 
underground resistance to the 
Franco dictatorship in Spain, were 
excluded from the agreement. . 
SEE U.S. BALKED 


Publication of the news of this 
agreement at this time served no- 
tice on Marshall in the most ef- 
fective possible fashion that he 
could not count on British or French 
support for a General Assembly 
move for rehabilitating Franco. The 
only possible course left for the 
US. was to disavow responsibility 
for the pro-Franco campaign and 
reassert its former position. 

To this extent, it would appear 
that the British have succeeded in 
blocking what was reported to be 
the American strategy on the Span- 
ish issue. ‘The fact thdt the Lon- 
don announcement was made at 
this precise moment suggests that 
its timing had this as its aim. 

Hostility to Franco is so sharp 
among members of the British La- 
bor. Party that Foreign Secretary 
Ernest Bevin could not accept the 
State Department’s position, even 
if he wanted to. One commentator 
here said that he would be driven 
from office if he did. 

There is, however, another ex- 
planation of the British action. 

Prieto and perhaps Gil Robles 
are closer to the British than they: 
are to the Americans. A govern- 
ment headed by these two charac- 
ters could be expected to favor 
British imperialist interests, es- 
pecially if they gained power large- 
ly through British machinations. 
And if they do not achieve power, 
nothing is lost for Britain. 
BRITAIN DOMINANT 

In both Portugal and Spain, Brit- 
ain was formerly the most dominant 
imperialist power. She will, as the 
present events indicate, hold on to 
her position doggedly as long as 


possible.

British have actually convinced 
Marshall that their course in re- 
spect to Spain is the wisest and 
that nothing further will be done 
either by the U.S. or by Britain 
for many months. In other words, 
a. stalemate has been reached. 
Others incline to the view that the 
U.S. has been forced to back down 
momentarily. from its objective of 
restoring Franco to the comity of 
nations but that the State Depart- 
ment will merely bide its time unfil 
that opportune moment when it 
can force Britain to reverse its 
position. 


The State Department has de- 
cisive cards up its sleeve, including 
the ability to provide military sup- 
plies for the Western military al- 
liance.- It can play those cards 
wherever it chooses, and under this 
theory, will play them when a new 
war “crisis” would make it possible 
for Bevin to accede without loss of 
face. 


As for this Prieto-Robles govern- 
ment actually taking power, no one 
gives that a chance. Both the 
U.S. and Britain are convinced that 
if there is any major outbreak in 
Spain, caused by the move to over- 
turn Franco, the Spanish people 
and Spanish Communists would 
Anything is prefer- 
able to that, according to their 
lights.

INDICTMENTS VAGUE ' 


Isserman had denounced the in- 
dictments in his original argument 
as ridiculously vague. It was im- 
possible to prepare a defense, he 
said, unless the government got 
down to facts in its charges. The 
indictment failed to specify a single 
criminal ACT by the 12 Communist 
leaders. They were accused merely 
of advocating “Marxism-Leninism” 
and conspiring to advocate it. 


And, he charged, the prosecution 
had brushed off the whole phi- 
losophy of Marx and Lenin with a 
fantastic one-line definition that it 
was a “doctrine” that advocated 
the “overthrow” of the government 
of the United States by “force and 
violence.” 


As part of his’ reply to this dis- 
tortion and confusion, Isserman 
had submitted an affidavit on the 
philosophy of Marxism-Leninism by 
Carl Winter, one of the defendants, 
who quoted Lenin as saying that 
Marxism had continued and com- 
bined— 

“... Classical German philosophy, 
classical English political econ- 
omy and French socialism, com- 
bined with French revolutionary 
doctrines.” 


DIGS INTO HISTORY 


Gordon gleefully picked up the 
reference to Marxism and “French 
revolutionary doctrines” as tending 
to prove the charges against 
American Communist Party. 


Isserman caustically replied that 
the government had to fall back 
on the French revolution in its 
prosecution of an American party 
against which it ha@ failed to pre- 
sent any facts.

DROPPED 120 YEARS AGO 


Freedman said that the prosecu- 
tion of men for ideas had been 
dropped for 120 years after the re-, 
peal of the Alien and Sedition 
Acts, because such actions were so 
foreign to the ways of the Amer- 
ican people, 

He quoted Justice Robert Jack- 
son of the U. S. Supreme Court as 
saying: “No official, high or petty 
can proscribe what is orthodox” in 
politics or relion in this country. 

Congress, he said, never had the ~ 
power under the Constitution, to 
Pass such an act. as the Smith Act 
of 1940, under which the 12 Com- 
munists have been indicted on the 
basis solely of fdeas, with no overt 


acts alleged. 


The defendants, he said, are — 
fighting now to protect the next 
generation against the suppression 
of ideas. . . . Former generations 
had the right to think and express 
themselves, he said, recalling the 
100 years in which Marxism ‘had 
been taught in this country. 

“You can’t indict an ideology,” 
the defense lawyer told the Gov- 
ernment prosecufors. 

Judge Hulbert at one point re- 
ferred to the Ku Klux Klan, as an 

organization with an ideology too. 

Freedman replied that the Klan 
did not merely have an ideology. 
It was also hanging people. 


WILL GIVE DECISIONS 


The Court emphasized that he 
would give a decision on the mo<« 
tions for the dismissal of the indict< 
ments. He left open, however, the 
question whether he would rule on 
the constitutidnality of the Smith 
Act. He once declared an important 
law unconstitutional, he said, and 
Congress changed the law to comply

Among writers repre- 
sented are Sholokhov, Romanov, 
Babel, Gorki, Ehrenbourg, Iif and 
Petrov, Sobolev, Alexei Tolstoy, 
Simonoyv, Mayakovsky, Blok, Kat- 
ayev, Leonov, Lenin, Stalin, as 
well as others lesser known -to 
American readers. 


In addition to Fadayev’s novel, 
there are substantial excerpts 
from Sholokhov’s Seeds of Te- 
merrow and-Katayev’s The Em- 
bezzlers. 

The anthology is divided into 
four chronological sections, War- 
time Communism (1917-21), The

Effects of 
War Obvious 


It is fashionable for anti-Soviet 


hacks today to concede the achieve- |

ments of Soviet writers during 
the first years of socialism if only 
to contrast them with the alleged 
absence of similar fruitfulness 
during the late war and imme- 
diately thereafter. 


Yet after the first impact of 


the Nazi invasion, there was a 


great outpouring of stories, plays, 
and particularly poems from So- 
viet writers—despite the fact that 
most Russian writers were at the 
front, either as soldiers, war cor- 
respondents or editors of soldiers’ 
papers. 

And if little of this wartime 
literature could measure up ‘to 
let us say a Silent Don, Ilya 
Ehrenbourg in a speech delivered 
to Soviet writers in 1943 took cog- 
nizance of the question: “Why is 
it we haven’t a War and Peace of 
the present war?” He said: “Art 

requires time.” And he assured: 
“The day will come when we shall 
see mature books born of suffering 
of these days. They will be written 
by authors who lived- through 
the events of these years with the 
people.” 


The works presented in this an- 
thology give additional assurance 


that, just as the continuity of so- 
cialist development in Russia has 
remained unbroken, so too the 
fountain springs of Soviet litera- 
ture have not run dry but will 
continue to be enriched. 
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of Soviet Literature 


Here are presented the best 
examples of a new kind of litera- 
ture, what Gorki described as 
“socialist realism,” not the critical 
realism which can “only assist us 
in depicting the defects of the 
past” but an art which partici- 
pates actively in the formation of 
the socialist individual. 

Everyone has quarrels with an 
anthologist. One may wonder why 
this one neglected Ostrowsky’s 
Making of a Here, Sholokhov’s 
Don, or any example of Soviet 
drama. Others may deplore the. 
absence of their favorite work. 

But by and large every signifi- 
cant work of Soviet literature is 
represented. The editor has, in, 
addition, offered a selective guide 
to the works of Soviet writers. . 


Russian Literature Since the 
Revolution is a bonanza both for 
those who have read widely of 
Soviet authors and those who 
have not. For the latter partic- 
ularly, to go through this anthol- 
ogy should be exciting experience, 
one to whet the appetite for more. 

Warm humanity, hope, ruth- 
lessly honest self-criticism run 
through the pages of this book. 
If millions of Americans could 
read—in an atmosphere unpoi- 
soned by the cold warmakcr-— 
what the Soviet writer has set 
down about the kind of world he 
builds and wants—our press lords 
would have to go peddle their 
papers elsewhere. —

Peace With Soviet Union

ORMAN THOMAS, Ar- 
thur Bliss Lane, Max 


Lerner, and O. sohn Rogge, 
discussed the questiorl, “How. is 
peace’ with Russia possible?” on 
the last Town Meeting of the Air. 
(WJZ-ABC, 8:30 P.M., Tuesdays). 

Norman Thomas, who has now 
established himself firmly as 
George V. Denny’s Number One 
Boy, opened the program with 
attacks on “Communist aggres- 
sion,” “appeasement of the Krem- 
lin,” and all the other catch- 
phrases so dear to the hearts of 
our Governor Earls. .Then, in or- 
der to establish some difference 
between his own philosophy and 
that of General Marshall (who 
isn’t, after all, a “socialist’’), 
Thomas admitted that he detect- 
ed “elements of militarism and 
imperialism in our foreign pol- 
icy.” 

His call for universal disarma- 
ment was\ unadulterated’ dema- 
gogy, coming as it did on 
heels of his statement that he 
supports the position of western 
powers in the U.N. 

Thomas made proposals which 
he claimed would make peace 
possible. One of these proposals 
clearly demonstrates why Thom- 
as is so valuable to American mo- 
nopoly today, and why they are 
spending so much time and mon- 
ey in. building him up again. 
Thomas wants people to form a 
new organization to be called 
Friends of Freedom. Such an or- 
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» ganization is supposed to spread 
enlightenment here and behind 
the “iron curtain.” It is, in ef- 
fect, to be an international anti- 
socialist agency. The “Project 
x” specialists of the State De- 
partment will certainly welcome 
and support it. Such support 
might well be more than moral. 


0. JOHN ROGGE, who foi- 
lowed Thomas, made what I 
thought was an excellent talk, 


with one exception. Rogge took 
the offensive immediately. He 
spoke of Thomas as a man “mis- 
branded” a socialist. He denied 
that fascism and Communism are 
the same thing. He reviewed 
AMG policy in Germany, the bol- 
stering and support of Nazi ele- 
ments there, and made the charge 
that our State Department wants 
a united Germany only if it is 
all Nazi. He hit away at the Ad- 
ministration’s policy in Greece, 
China, and Palestine. He accused 
foreign policy makers of trying 
to sell us the same goldbrick that 
the Nazis sold the German people. 
He exposed the tweedledum- 
tweedledee character of the two 
major parties. 


Rogge won enthusiastic ap- 
plause, and enthusiastic booing, 
which was to be expected. A fight- 
ing speech got a fighting response. 
His mistake, I believe, was in 
charging that Norman Thomas 
was, to all effects, another Ger- 
ald L. K. Smith.

Allie Clark 
sent him along to second with a 
sacrifice bunt and Boudreau, not to 
be denied today, got his second hit 
in as many inrings—a single that 
literally blasted Spahn off the 
mound and brought Clark home 
with the run that made it 3 to 1. 

The hit went through the Lefty 
like a shot and rocketed into center 
field. At that juncture, Manager 
Billy Southworth decided that dis- 
cretion was the better part of valor 
for Spahn and told the young man 
to take the rest of the afternoon off. 

He was replaced by Charley Bar- 
rett, who stopped the Indians until 
he was lifted for a pinch hitter in 
the seventh. 

LEMON WHO HAS had a long 
record of unhappy situations in the 
majors, capitalized today on his past 
experience as an infielder by field- 
ing his position brilliantly. He tied 
a 42-year-old World Series record 
for pitchers by making three put- 
outs. And he also had fcur assists,

combatants in this second game of the autumnal classic. 
And you hardly heard a peep out of the fans all afternoon. Oh, but 
it was a quiet ball game. As unspectacular in its noiseless routine as 
the Feller-Sain duel remains hauntingly vivid to every man, woman 


and child who sat in on that eventful opener. 


Maybe it’s just as well the Braves win pennants at 34-year intervals, 
because Braves Field is a pitcher’s paradise and them that likes to 
take a dose of fireworks with their World Series can’t have it here. 
Especially in the fall, when that chill October wind comes blowing 
in from the river right behind the outfield fence to make any kind 
of loud base knock a rarity. 

And that’s how she shapes up as the Indians and Braves push 
on to Cleveland tied at l-all. Yesterday Johnny Sain got the best 
of Feller in a super-brilliant pitchers’ battle in this pitchers’ ball 
park. And today Bob Lemon was teo much pitcher for Warren Spahn 
in another low-scoring affair that became pretty much of a one-sided 
affair after the fourth frame. Spahn wasn’t even around ‘at the 
finish, so you couldn’t even rightly call it a duel. 

This converted outfielder, Lemon, pitched a-ball game typical 
cf the kind that made him such an asset when the Tribe found 
themselves with an ineffectual Feller for most of the season. The 
kind of noiseless pitching that may not be too fascinating to watch, 
but nonetheless the kind that brought him 20 vital victories and 
Cleveland its pennant. The big righthander gets along further with 
fewer pitches than any other thrower in the majors. A fast ball and a 
curve. That’s all. But the fast one is good and fast and the curve— 
a routine curve ball compared to the kind Sain and Feller and Rex 
Barney throw—but still a curve that is so artfully placed that the 
batters can’t put any real wood to it. 

All of which, when you get right down to it, makes Mister Robert 
Lemon of San Bernardino, Calif.\a better pitcher than he looks. Sort 
of reminds one of Frank Shea, the 1947 Shea that is, not the one-horse 
shay that fell apart this past season. The Connecticut kid never 
seemed to be throwing a heck of a lot, but there he was winning 
steadily and never giving up more than a half-dozen hits or so.. What 
I mean was Lemon yielding no more than one-hit per inning today 
after being touched up for successive singles by Torgeson and Elliott 
in the first inning. For Boston’s only run, an unearned one at that, 
because big Bob would’ve had himself a shutout but for Joe Gordon’s 
bobble of Dark’s simple grounder. 


Not Spahn’s Day 


SPAHN? WELL, HE just didn’t have it. There are some folks 
who’ll tell you the picturesque lefthander is overrated, that he looks 
good only against a hardful of clubs, and the Dodgers particularly. 
I don’t know. The Dodgers were the club Boston had to beat for the 
flag—and if that’s what Warren did that makes him good enough in 
my book. 

But not good enough for the Indians of this second series shindig, 
And it reminds me that graying Pie Traynor called the-shots on this 
game. Dining last night with the old master, he first paid expansive 
tribute to Sain’s performance and then predicted. “But I don’t think 
Spahn’s going to do as well tomorrow. The Indians will get to him 
for one big inning and that’ll be that.” Which wasn’t too far off the 
base. Considering what wWe’ve seen out here, those two Tribe runs in 
the second stanza and one mofe in the fhiird before Southworth rushed 
Red Barrett in to the rescue, will have to do for “big” innings until 
the boys take ‘the field at Municipal Stadium tomorrow afternoon and 
improve on the target range. I’ve a hunch the hitters will come to 
ife in the next three games under the more favorable conditions. 

And that gets us down to a mighty interesting point. A young 
kid playing his first full season in the majors has thus far produced 
the most potent bat of the series. I refer to Larry Doby, who got one 
of Cleveland’s four hits off the impeccable Sain and followed up with 
two more today. The first Negro in the American League knocked 
in what amounted to the winning run in the fourth, a liner through 
the big hole into left center to bust the one-ali-deadleock. He had 
previously larrauped a double into deep center in the second. Boston 
couldn’t find a way of pitc to this brilliant graduate of the Negro 
league’s Newark Eagles until both Barrett and Nels spitter got him 
swinging on low curves his last two times up. 


Doby Cool and Efficient 


DOBY’S .375 BATTING clip not only leads all the rest, but ac- 
centuates the amazing calm of this kid who seems destined to hit 
the very highest pinnacles in the baseball business. Larry has good 
“eyes,” and now that the abnormal pressure of being a pioneer against 
Jimcrow has worn off, you'll find him coolly standing at the plate 
in that wide-armed stance of his, waiting for the pitch hé wants with 
no more nervous jiggling of the bat. One veteran scribe remarked 
aloud during the game, “He looks like the best big leaguer in this series.” 
Which is certainly a somewhat premature tribute but ycu get the 
idea anyway, the esteem impartial judges have for Doby -He certainly 
has got it. 

There’s little doubt that the best ball player to be found on the 
field. is still that pretty hunk of man who shortstops and munages the 
Tribe. Brother Boudreau, who seems to have a million eyes and directs
